Jt of .M*#\f Z//v#£, f becaufe the Liquor 
yields but a" fin all proportion of the defired Quint ef 
fence) and of this a good part at leaft, had been for a 
pretty while digefted before it was ufed. Then this 
Liquor was difhlled with a moderate Heat, till the S/>i- 
rituous and Saline parts were drawn off; after which 
the Superfluous Moifture al(b was abfiradted (or evapo- 
rated away) till the remaining Subftance was brought 
to the confidence of a fomewhat thick Syrupy or a thin 
Extraft. This done, it was well incorporated with 
thrice its Weight of fine White Sand ; and the Mixture 
being put into a ftrong Stone-Retort, to which a large 
Receiver (in good part filfd with Water) was fo joyrid, 
that the Nofe of the Retort did almoft touch the Wa- 
ter ; Then the two Veflels being carefully luted to- 
gether, a naked Fire was gradually adminiftred for 
Five qr Six Hours, that all that was either Phlegmatick 
or Volatile might come over firft. When this was 
done, the Fire was encreafed, and at length for Five or 
or Six Hours made as ftrong and intenfe as the Furnace 
(which was not bad ) was capable of giving ; (which 
Violence of Fire is a Circumftance not to be omitted 
in this Operation.) By this means there came over 
good ftore of white Fumes, almoft like thole that ap- 
pear in the Diftillation of the Oyl of Vitriol ; and

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when thofe Fumes were pals'd, and the Receiver .grew 
clear, they were after a while iueteeded by another 
fort that icem'd in the Receiver to gjfve a faint -blewiffi 
Light, almoft like that of little burning Matches dipt 
in Sulphur, And laft of all, the Fire being very ve- 
hement, there pafsYi over another Subftance, that was 
judg 5 d more ponderous than the former, becaufe it 
kll through the Water to the bottom of thQ Receiver ; 
whence being taken out, ( end partly even whilft it 
iiay'd there, it) appeared by (evera! Effe&s, and other 
Thanomena* to be fuch a kind fof Subftance as we de- 
fired and expe<5ted.
